Two bundred 
busfiels were brought into the Mankato 
yesterday, where 1,500 bushels have been 
buried in one trench. Ali the hopper 
counties, except Nicolet, are paying re- 
wards for hopper destruction, The total 
catch in Brown county yesterday was 12% 
bushels. A meetmagy*epresenting ~iiue 
Earth, Brown, ‘Nicolet and Le Suéur 
couaties,“was held in Mankato yester- 
day, which adopted resolutions, reciting 
that tue grasshoppers in this state are 
named ;- thateit ig demonstrated that they 
ean be mostly destroyed, and the major 
portion of the crops saved.
